On manv occasions, we find there is some confusion or doubt in the mind of the potential 
user h to which type of slide rule is required, hence the following notes, outlining the merits 
of the various types which are at present available in the comprehensive range of B.R.L slide 
rules. All are ol the highest degree of accuracy, fine engraving and durability, but differ in the 
number and choice of scales carried on the rule. 

Generally speaking, it is a mistake to select a rule carrying more scales than are likely to 
be needed, since the less there js on the face, the more easily can the scales be read. 

A unique feature of our more expensive models is the special tension device enahlina the 
user to adjust tne slide movement to his own requirement.
